The people of the State of Wisconsin, represented itn 
Senate and Assembly, do enact as follows: 

Providing §1. The Wisconsin and Superior Railroad Company for a 
branch road from are hereby authorized and empowered to survey, lo- 
Ontagamte coun- 
ty to bliciatate cate, contract, complete and perpetually to have used 
line. and maintain and operate, a branch railroad, with one 

or more tracks or lines„ over the routes following, viz : 
Beginning on some point on the line of said road 
north of the south line of Outagamie county, and run-
ning from thence and on the east side of said road to 
some point on tho Michigan State Line ; and shall have, 
exercise, possesstaind enjoy the same rights, privileges, 
functions, franchibes, authority and immunities with re-
ference to said route, or any railroad to be built there-
on as it now possesses or enjoys with reference to any 
route it is now authorized to occupy, or aqy railroad 
built or to be built thereon ; and there is hereby Con-
ferred upon the Wisconsin and Superior Railroad Corn- 
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pany, all the prwer and authority contained in the 
charter of said company for the purpose of carrying 
out the object of this act. 

§ 2. This act shall take effect and be in force from 
and after its passage.

AN ACT for the collection of judgments against towns. 

The people of the State of Wisconsin, represented in Sen-
ate and Assembly, do enact as follows: 

§ 1. No execution shall issue on any judgment No itzeadloa to 
issue against against a town, nor shall any suit be brought thereon ; towns. 

but the same shall be collected in the manner herein-
after provided in this act. 

§ 2. Whenever an exenaplified copy of any final t iortofiudge-
judgment rendered by any Court of this State against rumpon taxable 
any town in this State together with an affidavit of Pr'PertY" 
the Plaintiff in such judgment, his assignee, or his at-
torney, stating that said judgment has not been revers-
ed, appealed from, or Temoved to any other Court, or 
paid or satisfied in whole or in part, shall be filed in 
the office of the town clerk of the town against which 
such judgment may have been rendered, it shall be the 
duty of the town clerk with whom the certificate of the 
judgment as aforesaid shall have been filed, to proceed 
to assess the amount thereof with interest from the date 
of such judgment to the time when the warrant for the 
collection thereof will expire, upon the taxable proper-
ty of said town placing the same on the next town as-
sessinent and tax roll in a seperate column • and tho; 
same proceedings shall be had. thereon, ancettie same 
shall be collected and returned in the same manner as', 
other town taxes, and shall be paid to the party enti-. 
tied thereto. 

§ 3. This act shall take effect and be in fkill force , 
from and after its passage.
